an accessory to Miss Hazel Herdman 
the mother of his IS-months-old boy 
who on Friday shot 
and 
instantly 


killed his wife and then ended her 
own life the following day after con- 
fessing her crime, Charles I. Manning 
todaj was held in custody while fu- 
neral services were held over the 
bodies of the two victims of the love 
drama of the actors of which he alone 
remains. 


From his cell Manning made the 


arrangements for the funeral of his 
wife, while Arthur J. Herdman, the 
Pompton turnpike inn Keeper, claimed 
the body of his daughter and ar- 
ranged for its burial. 


Early today the 
police detained 


Mrs. Sadie E Garrabrants, sister of 
Manning, with whom he 
has lived 


since the -separation- from- frts^ wlfe»- 
and she is being held as a material 
witness in the case. 


The charge of murder against Man- 


ning, the police gave out in a state- 
ment, was decided upon early today, 
after the accused man had been ques- 
tioned off and on since late Saturday, 
and all of yesterday. 
Statements 


made by two women and a young 
man who were also brought to police 
headquarters, influenced the police to 
make the charge of murder against 
Manning. One of these witnesses was 
Mrs. Garrabrants. 
The 
identity of 


the other two witnesses was kept a 
secret by the police. 


Miss Herdman in her dying state- 


ment attempted to exonerate Man- 
ning1, but Chief Long savs that evi- 
dence had been obtained tending to 
show that he was an accessory and 
that ho took Miss Herdman in his 
automobile to Newark before the mur- 
der was committed. 


Manning made no effort to escape. 


On Saturday morning he drove with 
Miss Herdman to Newark and viewed 
the b-jdy of his 
wife in a morgue. 


After Miss Herdman had taken poison 
he carried her in his machine from 
Bloomfield to the hospital in Mont- 
clair, and later drove the pirl's moth- 
er to the hospital where he was taken 
into custody by Chief Long.

Miss Davis, young 
Magarian told the chief, agreed with 
him that she should not marry Harry, 
and she so told him. 


Neighbors say that both brothers 


had been pajing attentions to Miss 
Davis, and that the fact that his 
brother seemed in a fair way to win 
the woman and that she had refused 
him, made Harry Magarian feel bit- 
ter toward both. 


Today John Magarian went to the 


room of Miss Davis and soon after his 
brother Ham appeared.

three were together, according to the

The thiru for knowledge and the 


doubt of (jod'n Wisdom and Love came 
before our lirst parents as u tempta- 
tion; nnd they yielded. They disobey- 
ed. 
This was sin. 
And it brought 


upon them the penalty God had fore- 
told-"Dylng. thou shalt die." The dy- 
ing process began immediately, but so 
strong was the perfect tnau that even 
In the imperfect surroundings of thf 
accursed earth out«lde of Eden he was 
•blp to prolong his dying 930 years. 


Satan obsessed, or took control of 


the serpent, and so guided it tbaf it 
spoke the deceptions to our first par- 
ents. It is not even necessary to suppose 
that the serpent spoke with an audi- 
ble voice.

St Paul refers to these doctrines of 


demons, and styles them also "strong 
delusions, that they should believe a 
lie." because they had less pleasure in 
the truth. These strong delusions have 
been operating in the world for now 
more than four-thousand years. Can 
we wonder that they have gained a 
strong hold upon humanity? Can we 
wonder that they are to be found in 
every corner of the earth—among the 
savage Indians of America, among the 
blacks of Africa, among the millions of 
India. China. Japan? We cannot won- 
der at this, especially when we remem- 
ber the Apostle's statement. "We wres- 
tle not with flesh and blood, but with 
wicked spirits in high 
[influential] 


places." 


Witchas, Necromancers. 


Of course, there must be some chan- 


nel, some theory, some attempted proof 
given in support of Satan's lie. Of old 
It was accomplished by witches, and 
necromancers. 
These pretended to 


communicate with the dead and to get 
from them answers to the questions 
from the living. Thus by continued 
deceptions in accordance with Satan's 
original lie. mankind was kept from 
knowing the source of these instruc- 
tions and the demons, the fallen angels.

know well that some who are appar- 
ently insane are not really so as re- 
spects any brain disease. They merely 
are obsessed, possessed Of evil spirits. 
When several of thesp ^aiii control of 
one man. they mnUe his life unbeara- 
ble by the conflicts which they estab- 
lish, especially operating along the au- 
ditory nerves. 


Throughout this Gospel Age Satan 


and 
his demon legions, 
operating 


through dreams, mental impressions, 
etc.. have so thoroughly deluded the 
masses of mankind, that nearly all be- 
lieve Satan's lie, and only an extreme- 
ly small minority believe the Word of 
the Lord. The process of supporting 
the lie continues. 
Writing mediums, 


trance mediums, tipping mediums, 
black art. theosophy and occultism in 
general—all support the theory that a 
dead man is more alive than a living 
one. In the symbolical language of the 
Book of Revelation, all nations have 
been made drunk with the wine of 
false doctrine. 


Those who discern the falsehood 


have learned a great lesson—to put 
confidence In the Word of the Lord and 
not in human imaginations. 
This 


great lesson, ere long, will be taught 
to all, arid we may assume will surely 
justify the Lord's course in permitting 
Satan's lie to flourish so thoroughly 
and for so long. 
We know not cer- 


tainly what further terrible experi- 
ences may come to man as a result of 
believing the lie of Satan instead of 
the Word of God. but certain Scrip- 
tures seem clearly to imply that this 
Age is to end with some great catas- 
trophe which will demonstrate the 
wisdom of those who hold fast the 
Truth and the folly of those who neg- 
it.
